TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
LANCHESTER  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  area  for  the  year  1957. 
This  year  in  order  to  give  a  more  complete  picture  I  have  also  included 
in  more  detail  facts  relating  to  the  Personal  health  and  Hospital  Services. 

It  has  been  a  reasonably  satisfactory  year,  with  a  reduction  in  the 
total  number  of  deaths,  no  maternal  deaths,  again  for  the  eighth  successive 
year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  only  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  and  fewer 
cases  (5)  of  this  latter  disease  notified  than  ever  before.  There  were 
however  three  more  stillbirths  and  six  more  infant  deaths  than  in  1956 
and  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.  We  were  unfortunate  also  in  that  first 
a  Measles  and  then  an  Influenza  epidemic  swept  the  district.  The  scheme 
for  Vaccinating  against  Poliomyelitis  eligible  children  between  six  months 
and  fifteen  years,  together  with  expectant  mothers,  General  Medical 
Practitioners  and  Ambulance  personnel  and  their  families  was  continued 
being  only  limited  by  the  amount  of  available  vaccine. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  slum  clearance  and  during  the  year  31 
sub-stancfard  houses  were  either  closed  or  demolished  leaving  only  odd 
properties  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

There  has  been  a  continued  liaison  both  with  the  Medical  Practitioners 
and  the  Hospital  Authorities  and  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
their  ready  co-operation. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  encourage¬ 
ment  and  support  and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation.

(a)  Infant  Deaths 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  was  37.74  (eight  deaths)  as 
compared  with  8.06  (two  deaths)  for  the  previous  year  and  seven  deaths 
for  1955  (See  Appendix  A.)  Six  of  the  eight  deaths  recorded  this  year 
occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life. 


In  1938  there  were  sixteen  infant  deaths  in  this  area  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  67,  but  over  the  years  this  rate  with  odd  fluctuations 
which,  of  course,  one  would  expect  in  an  area  with  such  a  small  population^ 
has  steadily  decreased.  The  problem  of  infant  deaths  these  days  is  now 
however  different  in  kind  as  well  as  in  size.  The  more  rapid  drop  which 
has  occurred  since  1938  in  the  number  of  deaths  between  the  first  week 
and  first  year  of  life  has  not  been  associated  with  a  similar  fall  in  the 
number  of  deaths  of  those  children  inder  one  week  of  age.  Whether 
a  child  is  still-born  or  dies  within  the  first  week  of  life  is  frequently  a 
matter  of  chance  and  since  the  causes  are  usually  the  same,  the  10  still¬ 
births  this  year  and  the  six  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  should  therefore 
be  grouped  together  when  considering  the  problem  of  prevention. 


For  a  long  time  this  group  has  been  the  hard  core  of  wasted  infant  life, 
and  one  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  importance  of  adequate  medical 
attention  and  care  of  expectant  mothers,  together  with  the  education  of 
the  nursing  mother  in  the  principles  of  child  care,  nutrition  and  the 
prevention  of  infections.

The  main  causes  of  death  were  disease  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory 
System,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  and  Cancer  in  that  order.  It  will 
be  noted  that  there  were  four  deaths  from  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung,  all  of 
whom  were  males.  It  is  now  generally  accepted  that  not  only  is  there  an 
association  between  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  but  also  that 
cigarette  smoking  increases  liability  to  the  disease — a  liability  which  is 
reduced  when  smoking  is  discontinued.  Publicity  was  given  to  this  fact 
during  the  year,  leaflets  and  posters  being  distributed  to  libraries,  general 
medical  practitioners’  surgeries  and  other  places  where  numbers  of  people 
congregate.  As  I  pointed  out  last  year,  personal  advice  at  schools  and  by 
the  general  practitioners  would  seem  to  be  essential  until  some  way  of 
making  this  social  habit  safe  has  been  discovered. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Thrombosis  has  again  increased, 
this  time  by  13  deaths.  Twenty  seven  of  the  36  deaths  due  to  this  disease 
were  males. 

During  the  year  there  were  5  accidents  causing  death  ;  One  the  result 
of  a  fall  (male  aged  67  years)  and  the  rest  occurred  on  the  roads. 

Great  concern  has  been  expressed  in  many  quarters  regarding  the 
number  of  casualties — non-fatal  as  well  as  fatal  which  arise  from  accidents 
in  the  home,  most  of  which  could  be  avoided  and  many  others  reduced  in 
severity  by  wider  knowledge  of  risks  and  precautions  which  could  have 
been  taken  particularly  where  there  are  young  children  and  old  people. 
Burns  and  scalds  in  particular,  especially  among  young  children  are 
produced  by  accidents  which  are  frequently  avoidable  and  cause  a  great 
deal  of  suffering.  It  is  not  commonly  realised  that  under  the  Children  and 
Young  Persons’  Act,  parents  and  guardians  are  liable  to  a  fine  if  a  child 
of  twelve  or  under  is  severely  injured  or  dies  from  burns  caused  by  an 
“unguarded  heating  appliance  liable  to  cause  injury  to  persons  by 
contact  therewith”.  Unsuitable  and  ill-sited  fire  appliances  should  be 
dealt  with  immediately  and  if  only  women  and  children  could  be  provided 
with  garments  resistant  to  fire  and  burning,  a  great  step  forward  would 
be  made.

(a)  General 

Water.  The  Durham  County  Water  Board  provide  a  public  supply 
from  their  reservoirs  at  Smiddy  Shaw,  Waskerley  Park  and  Hisehope, 
filtration  and  chlorination  being  carried  out  at  Honey  Hill,  Waskerley. 
We  found  a  residual  of  approximately  0.1  p.p.m.  of  chlorine  in  all  the 
samples  examined. 

The  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company  together  with  the 
Durham  County  Water  Board  have  now  received  consent  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  construct  a  new  large 
impounding  reservoir  in  the  Derwent  Valley  near  Edmundbyers.  It  is 
estimated  that  this  reservoir  will  be  able  to  supply  about  twenty  million 
gallons  of  water  per  day. 

The  supply  of  water  during  the  year  has  been  sufficient  and  analysis 
satisfactory.  Incidently  the  natural  fluorine  content  was  found  to  be  0.1 
parts  per  million  during  the  winter  and  fluctuating  between  0.1  and  0.5 
parts  per  million  during  the  summer — an  amount  which  would  have  to  be 
supplemented  if  the  maximum  benefit  is  to  be  deprived  from  this  chemical 
substance  in  the  prevention  of  dental  caries  and  the  premature  loss  of 
teeth  in  children  and  adolescents. 

The  following  lengths  of  pipes  were  laid  in  the  area  by  the  Durham 
County  Water  Board  during  the  year  : — 

293  yards  of  3-in.  diameter  pipes. 

1867  yards  of  6-in.  diameter  pipes. 

During  this  year  the  Ministry  indicated  their  approval  of  the  Tow  Law — 
Rowley  mains  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  start  will  be  commenced  in 
laying  this  pipe  line  during  1958. 
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All  houses  in  the  area  with  the  exception  of  those  mentioned  in  the 
subsequent  table  are  supplied  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  mains 
and  all  have  a  supply  on  tap  in  the  houses  ;  none  being  served  by  a  stand 
pipe.

Drainage  and  Sewage 

Langley  Park  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Following  the  receipt  of 
Ministry  approval  improvements  at  the  Langley  Park  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  were  commenced  during  the  year,  however  all  outstanding  work 
which  must  be  carried  out  at  the  Esh  Winning  Works  if  the  gross  over¬ 
loading  is  to  be  remedied,  was  deferred  at  the  recommendation  of  the 
Ministry.  This  therefore  still  leaves  us  with  the  continuing  anxiety  regard¬ 
ing  the  adequate  disposal  of  sewage  from  Ushaw  College.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  an  alternative  method  other  than  piping  this  to  the 
Esh  Winning  works  is  at  present  being  investigated. 


Sanitary  Conveniences 

There  were  no  privy  conversions  carried  out  during  the  year.  89  new 
houses  provided  a  similar  number  of  additional  W.C’s. 
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The  revised  figures  for  sardtary  accommodation  at  31st  December, 
1957  are  as  follows  : —

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Certain  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  became  operative  on  the 
31st  December  of  that  year  and  this  related  mainly  to  smoke  control  areas, 
spoil  banks  and  requirements  in  regard  to  new  furnace  installations. 
The  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  do  not  become  operative  until  the 
1st  June,  1958. 

So  far  as  atmospheric  pollution  due  to  the  domestic  chimney  is 
concerned  I  am  afraid  little  progress  will  be  made  until  the  present  miners’ 
concessionary  coal  is  replaced  by  smokeless  fuel.  The  Council  did 
however  adopt  during  the  year  the  Ministry  recommendation  of 
modifying  existing  building  bylaws  to  the  effect  that  in  the  case  of  new 
buildings  approval  would  only  be  given  if  fire  grates  were  installed  v^hich 
were  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel.  Pollution  from  industrial 
processes  apart  from  Gas  and  Coke  Works  cannot  be  considered  to  be 
great,  and  since  this  latter  type  of  industrial  works  are  now  included  in 
the  list  of  those  to  be  dealt  with  and  controlled,  so  far  as  pollution  at  any 
rate  is  concerned,  by  the  Alkali  Inspector  the  immediate  problems  of  the 
health  department  in  this  district  are  negligible. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

During  the  year,  702  inspections  were  made  to  private  dwellings, 
business  premises.  Local  Authority’s  properties  and  agricultural  premfises 
(See  Appendix  D.) 

The  maintenance  treatments  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  were 
completed  at  two  six-monthly  intervals  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  During  the  first  treatment  in  March,  25 
manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poisoned  and  14  were  found  to  be  infested. 
In  the  second  treatment,  9  manholes  were  treated  and  6  were  found  to  be 
infested. 

Close  relations  have  been  maintained  with  the  representatives  of  the 
Northern  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
valuable  information  has  been  obtained  from  circulars  during  the  year. 

Disinfestation 

During  the  year  177  houses  were  inspected  prior  to  the  tenants  taking 
over  tenancies  of  Council  Houses.  None  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
vermin. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained  in  the  area  except 
where  concessionary  coal  allowances  are  made  and  in  these  cases,  it  is 
essential  to  collect  twice  a  week.  It  is  estimated  that  practically  1,000 
houses  have  this  twice  weekly  collection. 
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The  estimated  amount  of  refuse  is  11,482  tons  per  annum,  this  weight 
being  reduced  annually  as  old  houses  with  Conservancy  type  of  sanitation 
are  closed  for  human  habitation  and  schemes  of  installing  modern  ranges 
in  existing  houses  are  effected. 

There  is  an  increasing  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  relief  labour  at 
short  notice  and  this  can  and  sometimes  does,  upset  the  regularity  of 
collection. 

The  annual  total  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1958,  was  £10,045  15s.  lid.  This  gives  an  annual 
average  cost  of  £2  5s.  6Jd.  per  premise.  The  average  weight  of  refuse  per 
head  of  population  is  15.26  cwts.  per  annum. 

Ash-biii  Removal  Scheme 

The  scheme  whereby  new  standard  Ash-bins  are  supplied  and  delivered 
by  the  Cleansing  Staff  on  the  request  of  the  owner,  at  cost  price  plus  a 
small  charge  for  administration,  continues  to  work  quite  smoothly. 

During  the  year  25  bins  have  been  supplied  under  the  scheme  to  various 
owners. 

Trade  Refuse 

Trade  Refuse  was  collected  during  the  year  from  24  shops  and  factories 
in  the  area. 

Salvage 

The  salvage  scheme  has,  during  the  year,  continued  to  function  effi¬ 
ciently.  The  staff  involved  in  the  scheme  do  the  work  of  baling  and  sorting 
in  their  own  tim.e,  the  material  being  collected  with  the  house  refuse. 

The  value  of  salvage  materials  sold  during  the  year  was  £723  16s.  Od. 
of  which  £424  4s.  Id.  was  paid  to  the  workmen,  leaving  a  balance,  after 
sundry  expenses  of  £214  17s.  lOd.  credit  to  the  Council.

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(ii)  Repairs  and  Reconditioning 

By  making  use  of  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  (as  amended)’ 
14  grant  assisted  schemes  were  completed  on  house  property  during  the 
year. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  146  applications  have  been  received, 
three  rejected,  22  withdrawn  and  106  completed,  the  remaining  number 
being  at  various  stages  of  completion. 

Owners  of  property  have  shown  an  increasing  interest  in  the  scheme 
for  improvement  grants  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in  future  years,  even 
greater  use  will  be  made  of  these  provisions  thus  enabling  worth-while 
properties  in  the  area  to  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards.

Scarlet  Fever.  Twenty-six  cases  were  notified  this  year  compared  with 
twenty  last  year. 

Since  however  cases  of  Tonsilitis,  Catarrhal  Infections  and  Septic  Sores 
are  caused  by  the  same  organism,  the  numbers  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  give  no  indication  of  the  prevalence  of  Streptococci  Infection 
in  the  district. 

Measles.  An  outbreak  of  measles  occurred,  first  becoming  evident  at 
the  end  of  February  and  reaching  its  peak  towards  the  end  of  April,  only 
small  numbers  of  cases  being  notified  in  May.  In  all  there  were  402  cases 
notified  the  majority  in  the  three  to  seven  year  age  group.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough.  Thirty  cases  were  notified  throughout  the  area. 
The  use  of  whooping  cough  vaccine  either  alone  or  combined  with 
diphtheria  antigen  has  now  been  proved  to  be  of  value  in  the  protection 
of  the  very  young  infants  with  the  result  that  immunisation  against  this 
disease  is  becoming  more  and  more  popular.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  provide  both  whooping  cough 
vaccine  and  combined  diphtheria-whooping  cough  antigen  under  the 
Council’s  arrangements  for  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

Poliomyelitis.  Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  at  the  end  of 
August,  both  were  members  of  the  same  family  unit  ;  the  first  a  boy  aged 
7  years  developed  paralysis  in  certain  muscles  of  his  shoulder  and  back 
while  three  days  later  the  second  son  aged  9  years  became  feverish, 
vomited,  had  severe  head  ache  and  although  there  were  muscle  pains  no 
paralysis  developed.  Both  boys  were  admitted  to  Chester-le-Street 
Isolation  Hospital  and  no  further  cases  occurred  in  the  area.  No  contact 
with  a  case  of  this  disease  could  be  traced  and  indeed  neither  boys  had 
been  outside  of  the  district  for  several  months,  neither  had  had  any  recent 
injections,  operations  or  consumed  food  outside  the  home.  Where  these 
two  children  were  infected  remains  a  mystery  although  it  is  of  interest 
that  the  two  boys  always  used  the  same  bath  water.  A  third  member  of 
this  family  had  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  seven  years  ago.  A  fourth  member 
of  the  family,  a  child  4  years  of  age  was  unaffected. 

During  the  year  an  opportunity  was  taken  to  vaccinate  as  many  as 
possible  of  those  eligible,  as  and  when  vaccine  was  delivered.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  the  original  scheme  was  considerably  hampered  by  the  irregularity 
and  uncertainty  of  the  supply  of  vaccine  but  now  that  large  quantities  of 
salk  vaccine  from  America  and  Canada  have  been  ordered  and  some 
already  delivered,  it  is  hoped  that  the  programme  should  run  much  more 
smoothly.  During  1957,  304  children  received  a  complete  course  of 
injections  and  46  received  one  injection. 

There  are  many  questions  in  connection  with  immunisation  by  killed 
vaccine  which  remain  to  be  answered  and  for  which  only  time  can  supply 
the  solution.  How  long  for  example  does  immunity  last  ?  How  frequently 
must  booster  doses  be  given,  if  at  all  ?  In  spite  of  these  uncertainties 
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however  it  can  be  fairly  claimed  that  such  immunisation  has  provided 
a  protective  effect  so  far  for  the  first  year  or  two  following  inoculation. 
Vaccines  when  subjected  to  rigorous  safety  tests  have  proved  to  be  safe 
and  have  not  caused  undue  reactions.  U  would  appear  therefore  that  if  a 
large  enough  proportion  of  the  susceptible  childhood  population  becomes 
adequately  protected,  great  changes  are  to  be  expected  in  the  epidemiology 
of  the  disease  and  the  present  pattern  of  infection  and  natural  immunity 
may  be  permanently  altered  with  possible  further  shift  of  incidence  to  the 
older  age  groups.  Nevertheless  with  large  numbers  protected  one  would 
expect  a  limitation  in  the  number  of  cases  and  rate  of  spread  to  the 
non-immune.  The  object  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  to  have  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  susceptible  population  immunised  and  with  a  little  luck 
all  those  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  15  fifteen  years,  whose 
parents  have  consented,  should  have  had  a  complete  course  of  primary 
injections  before  the  autumn  of  1958. 

Food  Poisoning.  During  the  year  only  three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
were  confirmed.  The  first  was  a  boy  aged  14  years  of  age  and  the  respons¬ 
ible  organism  was  found  to  be  Salmonella  Typhi-murium.  The  second 
and  third  cases  also  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murium  occurred  during  the 
third  quarter.  This  time  it  involved  a  mother  aged  43  years  and  her 
daughter  aged  14  years.  No  possible  contact  with  the  previous  case 
could  be  obtained  nor  was  the  source  of  infection  for  any  of  these  cases 
discovered.  All  were  treated  at  home  and  recovered  from  the  disease 
fairly  rapidly. 

Influenza.  A  wave  of  influenza  spread  across  parts  of  the  country 
during  the  year,  first  appearing  as  far  as  this  area  is  concerned  in  Stanley 
Urban  District  and  then  very  rapidly  afterwards  in  both  Lanchester  Rural 
and  Consett  Urban  Districts  at  the  beginning  of  October.  Sickness 
benefit  claims  rose  rapidly,  absenteeism  in  the  various  factories  and  works 
ranging  from  3.5  to  20.0%.  While  affecting  all  ages  of  the  population,  the 
vast  majority  of  those  falling  ill  appeared  to  have  been  school-children 
with  an  absentee  rate  of  30-40%  at  the  various  schools.  Specimens  of 
blood  and  pharyngeal  swabs  were  taken  from  the  first  cases  occurring 
in  the  district  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  disease  was 
of  a  relatively  mild  nature  but  with  sudden  onset  and  severe  malaise, 
sore  throat,  headache  and  acheing  in  limbs,  the  majority  taking  to  their 
beds  but  feeling  fit  enough  to  get  up  within  two  to  three  days.  Convales¬ 
cent  serum  showed  a  considerable  increase  in  titre  to  influenza  “A” 
antigen,  thus  indicating  the  cause  of  the  infection.  Vaccine  was  made 
available  for  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  District 
Nurses,  Ambulance  Personnel  and  Home  Helps  but  since  the  epidemic 
was  practically  over  by  this  stage,  only  a  limited  number  took  advantage 
of  the  offer.  There  were  four  deaths  from  influenza  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year.  The 
last  case  notified  in  the  district  occurred  in  1949  and  the  last  death  from 
the  disease  in  1944.  This  is  a  record  we  are  very  anxious  to  maintain 
and  to  do  so  we  must  ensure  that  all  children  continue  to  be  adequately 
immunised  and  in  particular  to  secure  immunisation  of  not  less  than  75% 
of  babies  before  their  first  birthday.

Tuberculosis 

There  has  been  a  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified 
during  the  year — the  lowest  infection  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  district. 
Of  the  5  new  cases  2  (Males  14  and  2  years)  were  Primary  Infections  of  the 
lungs  in  children  the  source  of  infection  being  discovered  in  one  of  them, 
while  the  others  were  Tuberculous  infections  of  the  Spine  (Female  15 
years)  Kidney  (Male  19  years)  and  Lungs  (Female  42  years). 

Only  one  death  from  this  disease  occurred.  This  was  a  man  aged  51 
years  who  was  first  notified  in  1954,  had  Sanatorium  treatment  in  the 
subsequent  year  but  when  advised  to  have  further  hospital  treatment  at 
the  beginning  of  1957  refused.  In  July  he  was  admitted  to  Shotley  Bridge 
hospital  as  an  emergency  and  was  transferred  to  the  Sanatorium  but 
died  four  days  later. 

With  this  encouraging  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  well 
tried  Public  Health  measures  adopted  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of 
infectious  diseases  generally  can  be  expected  to  be  of  even  more  value 
and  early  diagnosis  becomes  even  more  important  now  that  chemotherapy 
and  other  remedial  measures  are  so  readily  available.

Tuberculosis  Services  in  the  Area 

(i)  Chest  Clinics  are  situated  at  Stanley  (which  drains  the  Burnhope 
area),  Chester-le-Street  (draining  Langley  Park  and  Esh  Winning  areas) 
and  Consett  (draining  the  Lanchester  and  Castleside  areas). 

(ii)  Those  needing  sanatorium  treatment  are,  in  the  main,  admitted 
to  the  Maiden  Law  Tuberculosis  Unit  ;  those  needing  major  surgical 
treatment  being  transferred  to  Seaham  Hall,  Poole  Sanatorium  or 
Wolsingham  Sanatoria. 

(iii)  After-care  responsibilities  rest  entirely  with  the  Durham  County 
Council.  All  day-to-day  administration  is  carried  out  centrally  and  nursing 
requisites,  etc.,  are  stored  at  Durham.  Unfortunately  no  voluntary  care 
committees  exist  and  no  specialist  social  workers  attend  the  chest  clinics. 

(iv)  A  number  of  new  Council  houses  and  casual  lettings  have  been  given 
to  Tuberculosis  cases. 


B.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

In  1948,  the  County  Council  adopted  the  Ministry  approved  scheme 
of  dividing  the  Administrative  County  into  Areas  for  each  of  which  an 
Area  Health  Sub-Committee  was  appointed.  Lanchester  Rural,  Consett 
Urban  and  Stanley  Urban  Districts,  with  a  total  population  of  approxi¬ 
mately  102,000,  comprise  No.  3  Area,  meetings  of  the  Area  Health  Sub- 
Committee  being  held  quarterly.  The  Area  Office  is  situated  at  the 
Health  Department,  Council  Offices,  Tantobie. 
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The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  agreed  to  the  incorporation  in 
this  report  of  the  statistics  relating  to  the  peronal  health  services. 

(a)  Clinics 

(i)  Birth  Control 

Clinics  for  the  above  are  held  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  Wetherall  House,  Medomsley  Road,  Consett,  on  alternate 
Tuesday  mornings. 

(ii)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Clinics  for  the  above  are  held  as  follows  : — 

Wesleyan  Methodist  Schoolroom,  Langley  Park — alternate  Thursday 
afternoons. 

Parish  Hall,  Lanchester — alternate  Monday  mornings. 

New  Miners’  Hall,  Burnhope — alternate  Tuesday  mornings. 

The  Clinic,  10,  Wood  View,  Esh  Winning — alternate  Wednesdays. 

(iii)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

This  has  been  carried  out  at  : — 

(a)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  throughout  the  area  ; 

(b)  By  General  Medical  Practitioners  by  personal  arrangement  with  parents  ; 
and, 

(c)  In  certain  schools  in  the  area. 

When  a  child  reaches  the  age  of  three  months  propaganda  material 
is  sent  through  the  post  to  all  parents.  Details  of  facilities  together  with  the 
consent  forms  for  smallpox  vaccination  and  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  immunisation  are  enclosed  with  this  literature.  When  a  child 
reaches  the  age  of  twelve  months  and  4  years  9  months,  further  propa¬ 
ganda  pamphlets  regarding  diphtheria  immunisation  are  sent.

(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Midwifery  Services 

During  the  year  222  live  and  still  births  were  assigned  to  the  Area. 
37%  occurred  in  hospital  and  63%  at  home,  23  cases  of  the  latter  being 
delivered  in  the  presence  of  a  doctor.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  but 
10  still  births  and  6  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life. 
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Of  the  two  County  Midwives  and  four  District  Nurse  Midwives, 
four  own  cars  which  they  are  authorised  to  use  in  the  course  of  their 
official  duties.  All  are  trained  in  the  use  of  an  possess  apparatus  for  gas 
and  air  analgesia.  Fifty-eight  per  cent,  of  domiciliary  cases  were  given 
gas  and  air  analgesia. 


Domiciliary  Nursing 

A  total  of  8,621  home  visits  were  made  by  the  domiciliary  nurses  during 
the  year,  3996  (46.3%)  of  which  were  made  to  patients  over  the  age  of  65 
years.  Since  these  aged  people  usually  require  general  care  and  general 
toilet,  the  time  spent  at  each  visit  is  frequently  much  longer  than  at  the 
homes  of  younger  patients  and  obviously  with  an  ageing  population,  the 
case  loads  are  going  to  become  heavier  even  if  the  minimum  attention 
is  being  given  to  ensure  comfort.  The  following  is  an  analysis  of  these 
visits  and  the  types  of  cases  nursed.

Elderly  people  retained  in  their  own  familiar  surroundings  with  a  sense 
of  being  still  actively  part  of  the  community  can  often  fend  for  themselves 
if  given  a  little  help.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  a  good  home  nursing  service 
together  with  domestic  help  through  the  home  help  scheme  can  play 
such  an  important  part  in  keeping  the  aged  and  infirm  out  of  hostels 
and  hospitals.  Increasing  frailty  makes  old  people  liable  to  accident, 
therefore  anything  that  can  be  done  to  house  this  group  of  the  population 
in  property  where  there  are  no  unnecessary  steps,  no  low  fireplaces  or 
lofty  cupboards,  will  assist  in  preventing  or  delaying  the  onset  of  dis¬ 
abilities. 

Trouble  with  the  feet  is  one  of  the  most  common  disabilities  of  old  age 
and  is  apt  to  render  the  subjects  immobile  to  a  degree  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  seriousness  of  the  condition  and  the  value  of  a  chiropody  service 
in  the  care  of  the  elderly  people  is  immense.  During  the  year  the  Council 
continued  to  subscribe  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  a  service  in  the 
Esh  Winning  area  which  caters  for  people  in  the  adjoining  Lanchester 
Rural  District.  It  is  unfortunate  that  a  similar  scheme  in  the  Langley  Park 
and  Lanchester  area,  first  suggested  in  1956,  has  not  yet  been  adopted. 


(c)  Ambulance  Service 

The  Rural  District  is  served  by  the  County  Ambulance  Depots  at 
Stanley  and  Consett  and  comes  within  the  area  served  by  the  Consett 
Ambulance  Control,  which  has  a  staff  of  four  clerk-telephonists  who 
maintain  a  24-hour  service. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  the  conveyance  of  patients  actually  resident 
in  the  rural  district  is  not  restricted  to  Consett  and  Stanley  Depots, 
but  planned  reorganisation  of  this  service  is  now  being  implemented 
with  the  introduction  of  radio  control.  Requests  for  ambulances  are 
made  to  the  Stanley  Messenger  Receiving  Centre  (Tel.  No.  Stanley  570).

(d)  Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  Aftercare 

There  are  no  voluntary  district  care  committees,  the  Local  Health 
Authority  discharging  the  functions  imposed  by  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Act  of  1946.  Those  cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring 
further  nursing  are  visited  by  the  Home  Nurses  if  necessary  or  supervised 
and  advised  by  the  Health  Visitor  if  this  should  be  requested.  Nursing 
requisites  can  be  hired  from  the  Central  Depot  at  Durham. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  has  continued  to  be  used  very  extensively  during  the  year. 
Charges  are  made,  the  amount  depending  upon  the  income  of  the  house¬ 
holder,  but  it  is  found,  particularly  in  the  case  of  aged  persons,  that  the 
service  is  either  free  or  only  a  very  small  charge  is  necessary.  At  the 
beginning  of  January  1957,  67  cases  in  this  district  were  being  served  by 
Home-help.  There  were  23  new  cases  during  the  year  and  of  the  total 
of  90  receiving  the  service  80  (88.8%)  were  old  age  pensioners.  Eight  were 
suffering  from  sickness  and  there  were  two  maternity  cases. 

This  service  together  with  the  Home  Nursing  Service  is  probably  of 
most  benefit  to  the  aged  person,  for  either  alone  or  together  these  services 
allow  old  people  to  remain  longer  in  their  own  homes  among  familiar 
faces  and  places  and  delay  their  admission  to  hostels  and  hospitals. 

(f)  Health  Visitor  Service 

There  are  two  Health  Visitors  in  the  Lanchester  Rural  District,  the

(g)  Mental  Health  Services 

After  attending  a  course  at  the  Psychiatric  Clinic,  Newcastle  General 
Hospital,  and  Durham  University,  preceded  and  followed  by  periods  of 
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observation,  your  Medical  Officer  was  approved  by  the  County  Council 
Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  for  the  purpose  of  giving  certificates  under 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

Occupation  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 

A  wing  of  the  former  I.D.  Hospital  at  Villa  Real  converted  in  June, 
1953,  has  continued  to  be  used  for  mentally  defective  children  excluded 
from  school  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  Eleven  boys  up 
to  the  age  of  15  and  12  girls  below  the  age  of  21  from  the  North  West 
of  Durham  travel  daily  to  this  centre.  The  Education  Department  have 
arranged  from  the  onset  provision  of  school  meals  and  free  milk  to  these 
pupils.  From  September  1956,  a  special  ’bus  commenced  to  collect  pupils 
each  morning  and  return  them  to  their  home  each  afternoon. 

This  centre  by  relieving  parents  of  continuous  strain  and  by  teaching 
discipline,  sense  of  social  responsibility  and  elementary  training  in  good 
habits,  social  behaviour,  handicrafts  such  as  rug-making  and  needlework 
and  road  safety,  provides  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  community. 

(h)  Local  Health  Authority  Hostel  Accommodation 

Admissions  of  those  needing  care  and  attention  to  local  health  authority 
hostels  are  arranged  directly  with  the  Welfare  Department  at  Durham  or 
after  reference  to  the  District  Health  Departments — up-to-date  waiting 
list  for  this  accommodation  being  held  locally. 

During  the  year  three  old  people  were  admitted,  one  to  each  of  the 
following  hostels — Cambridge  House,  Barnard  Castle,  Lee  Hill  Hospital, 
Lanchester  and  Stanfield  Hostel,  Stanley.  This  unfortunate  scattering 
should  be  avoided  however  once  the  Consett  hostel  now  in  the  course  of 
construction  has  been  completed. 

Two  of  these  admissions  were  at  the  request  of  the  old  people  concerned. 
The  third  was  an  old  gentleman  (86  years  of  age)  who  even  though  unable 
to  obtain  the  necessary  care  and  attention  from  some  other  person, 
refused  to  go  voluntarily.  He  was  living  alone  and  both  himself  and  the 
house  were  completely  neglected,  there  was  no  food  in  the  house  and  no 
bed  clothes. 

My  attention  had  been  drawn  to  these  circumstances  by  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  and  it  was  unfortunately  necessary  to  obtain  a 
magistrate’s  Order  for  the  admission  and  detention  in  a  hostel  for  this 
old  gentleman. 

Shortly  afterwards  because  of  deteriorating  in  both  physical  and  mental 
health  he  was  transferred  to  a  hospital  bed. 

(c)  Hospital  Services  and  General  Medical  Practitioner  Service 

The  Local  Hospital  Services  are  administered  by  the  North-West 
Durham  Hospital  Management  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Newcastle 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Secretary  has  kindly  provided  the  following 
information  on  the  Hospitals  and  Clinics  serving  this  Area.
